Bixto Lopes, the Filipino, hay written
an open letter 1o Jacob G. Schurman,
president of Cornell University und of
the Phillppine Commission, The letter
in part is as lollows:

*Tha report of the late commission of
which you were president prolesces te
deal, ia addition w0 other matiers, with
education In the Philippines, In
mattors eduoational the Filipino ree:
ord is creditable to a degree.  During all
the Spanish regime, notwithatanding
monastic opposition wnd Spanish indif-
feretice, 6ur wystems ol  education
flourished and increased. In  most
overy branch of knowledge in competive
examnations the Filipinos have shown
themwaselves superiors of the Spaniards.

In all the learned prolessions in phil
osphy, in theology, the most prominent
ten are Filiplnon,

“The latest addition to higher educa:
tion in the FPlalippioes is due entirely
o the energy and hiberality of the Fill
pinos. In July of this present year,
amid the clash of wrma and politieal
strife the Filipinos founded the Manila
Lycsum, with 41 teachers and professors
Al whom with three exceptions are
pure  Filipinos. Among the subjects
taught mre Greek, Lalin, Eoglish,
French, Spanish, aniversal and com:
morcial geography and statistics, his
tory, theology, philosophy, s2oologr,
physics, chemistry, goneral seienge,
drawing, ete. This losttution owes |
origin to Senores Gunerrore, Mendiols
and  Villsmes, ali of whom arq pure
Filipinos, two belug Tagalogs sud one &
Visayan snd the funds have been pro
yided exdu-ivply by Filiploos."
